Dr.  Beck  first  came  'to  BYU  in 
1925  to  study  for  a B.A.  degree  in 
zoology  which  re  heceived  in  1929.  j 
In  1930  he  received  his  M.A.  in 
zoology.

Meat  marked,  USDA  Good  is  of 
high  quality  preferred  by  most  con- 
sumers for  its  juciness.  tenderness  | 
and  flavor.  Lastly,  beef  marked! 


USDA  Standard  is  a high  propor- 
tion of  lean  to  fat,  fairly  tender, 
less  juicy  than  prime  or  choice. 
Acceptable  quality  and  flavor. 
From  slightly  older  or  under-fin- 
ished beef. 

MEAT  STORAGE 

Fresh  Meat— Break  the  seal  or 
loosen  the  market  wrapping  and 
store  in  coldest  part  of  the  refrig- 
erator to  be  used  within  two  days. 
Store  ground  meat  flattened  in 
pans  so  the  cold  refrigerator  air 
can  penetrate  the  center. 

Frozen  Meat— Properly  wrap  in 
moisture- vapor-proof  freezer  ma- 
terial, freezing  immediately  and 
store  at  0°F. 

Cooked  Meat— Cooked  meat,  rap- 
idly cooled  and  stored  in  a tightly 
covered  container  in  refrigerator 
or  wrap  in  moisture- vapor-proof 
freezer  material  and  freeze.
